7. (Previously Presented) A method for treating a subject having an inflammatory disease 
or other condition where integrin aipi -positive interstitial monocyte accumulation is observed, 
the method comprising administering to the subject an antibody to Collagen XIII that disrupts 
the interaction between Collagen XIII and al pi integrin. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 7 wherein the antibody to Collagen XIII 
blocks binding of Collagen XIII and aipi integrin.

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 7 wherein the antibody blocks the 
interaction of al pi integrin on peripheral blood monocytes with Collagen XIII on vascular 
endothelium of chronically inflamed tissues. 

1 3 . (Previously Presented) A method of reducing selective efflux of integrin a 1 p 1 -positive 
monocytes into the interstitium of chronically inflamed tissues, the method comprising 
contacting the al pi integrin on peripheral blood monocytes with an antibody to Collagen XIII 
that interferes with the interaction between Collagen XIII and aipi integrin.

15. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 3 wherein the antibody blocks the 
interaction of a 1 pi integrin on peripheral blood monocytes with Collagen XIII on the cell 
surface of the vascular/capillary endothelial cells of inflamed tissues.

(Previously Presented) A method of reducing the rate of monocyte efflux into the 
interstitial space of chronically inflamed tissues, the method comprising contacting the tissue 
with an antibody to Collagen XIII wherein the antibody blocks Collagen XIII from binding with 
aipi integrin.

43. (Currently Amended) A method of treating a patient having a kidn e y disease chronically 
inflamed kidneys associated with an accumulation of aipi integrin positive monocytes in the 
interstitium, the method comprising administering to the patient an antibody to Collagen XIII, 
wherein the antibody reduces the rate of efflux of aipi integrin positive monocytes into the 
renal interstitium. 

44. (Currently Amended) A method of treating a patient having a progr e ssiv e renal fibrosis, 
the method comprising administering to the patient an antibody to Collagen XIII, wherein the 
antibody prevents the binding of Collagen XIII to alp 1 integrin positive monocytes. 
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45. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 13 wherein the antibody is a monoclonal 
antibody. 

46. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17 wherein the antibody blocks the 
interaction of aipi integrin on peripheral blood monocytes with Collagen XIII on vascular 
endothelium of chronically inflamed tissues. 

47. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 23 wherein the antibody blocks the 
interaction of al pi integrin on peripheral blood monocytes with Collagen XIII on vascular 
endothelium of chronically inflamed tissues. 

48. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 13 wherein the antibody inhibits binding of 
fluorochrome-conjugated purified aipi integrin to MCP-1 treated primary endothelial cells in 
culture. 

49. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17 wherein the antibody inhibits binding of 
fluorochrome-conjugated purified aipi integrin to MCP-1 treated primary endothelial cells in 
culture. 

50. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 23 wherein the antibody inhibits binding of 
fluorochrome-conjugated purified alpl integrin to MCP-1 treated primary endothelial cells in 
culture.
